Washington.—Striking facts, re- 
vealing the almost absolute depend- 
ence of Porto Rican production upon 
the American market and capital, and 
the deploringly dependent situation of 
Porto Rican labor are graphically 
described in the report on “Porto Rico 
and the United States” just issued by 


national Peace. 


Agricultural and industrial economy 
in Porto Rico developed, the report 
states, in a society where each man 
looked out for his own interest pri- 
marily and where individual profit 
was the first consideration. 

In its plea for “social justice” to 
the inhabitants of Porto Rico, the 
study quotes often frém the “Bishops’ 
|Program of Social 
“The Code of Social Principles,” and 
_the Encyclicals Rerum Novarum and 
| Quadregesimo Anno with their fitting 
application to the solution of many of 
the island’s economic problems. To 
effect some of the desired remedies, 
the study declares, “a planning com- 
/mission might be set up .. . to deter- 
mine the facts and advise measures 
,of reform. ... Simple legislation, if 
wise and carefully carried out, might 
\be enough.... Co-operation ... might 
be used. All three of these methods 
depend for success upon the choice of 
/& wise group of advisors... backed or 
loyally supported by those whom they 
represent.” 

American Capital Interested 

“During the latter part of the nine- 
teenth century,” says the study, 
“American capital became interested 
in the sugar plantations of the West 

ndies, and it watched with interest, 
if it was not instrumental in further- 
ing, the Spanish-American War.” 

Porto Rico’s agricultural production, 
organized with an eye on the Ameri- 
can market, the preferred status of 
the island’s sugar on that market, the 
exemption of the Porto Rican sugar 
under the American tariff, and the 
like, are all discussed at length in 
their relationship to the United States 
Government. 

In discussing the great dependence 
of the island’s production on Ameri- 
can capital, the report attributes this 
‘situation to the fact that large Amer- 
ican corporations own the greater part 
of the sugar-producing lands of the 
‘island. Testimony given several years 
‘ago before the Committee on Insular 
Affairs of the House of Representa- 
tives “credited Americans with owner- 
ship of eighty per cent of the sugar 
lands.” Because of this concentration 
ownership, “small independent 
sugar-growers find themselves forced 
to sell cane to the men who own the 
railroad, etc.” American contro! as 
manifested by the “company store,” 
banking system, absentee ownership, 
flow of profits to American stock- 
holders is vividly described.
